Views on War 


WASHINGTON (.TI - Secretary of 
Defence Robert S. McNamara says 
he thinks it improbable, but not im­ 
possible that the Soviet Union would 
limit itself to military targets if it 
launched a nuclear attack on the 
United States.

it 
worthwhile for the United States to 
spend extra money protecting its own 
retaliatory 
capability, 
McNamara 
says. 
His testimony was released Mon­ 


day by the House Armed Services 
Committee, before which he appeared 
in January and February. 
“ I personally believe any nuclear 
attack by the Soviet Union on the 
United States will include an attack 
on the m ajor urban areas of the 
United States,” McNamara said. 
But, he said, if the Soviet Union 
succeeds in making its missiles rela­ 
tively safe from U.S. missiles, “ it is 
conceivable, although not likely, that 
they might strike our military instal­ 
lations with a first strike, withholding 
certain forces to later strike the 
cities.”

States should consider striking back

‘‘thereby giving them an incentive to 
avoid an attack on our m ajor urban 
areas.”

Where Is Our Moral Code? 


Nobody rea lly questions that a loss of freedom any where, howev er 
sm a ll, dim inishes freedom ev ery where. 
Yet not much is said about the idea that the sa m e thought should 
apply in the realm of indiv idual, national and world morality . 
At none of these lev els Is observ ance of the moral code ev er ev en 
rem otely close to perfect, and no practical person ex pects that. 
But It is alway s fair to demand that the tenets of the code—at 
wha tev er lev el—be constantly rea sserted., and that departures from 
Such principles be noted and protested. 
Where. then, are the indignant ones today ? 
When New York’s Rep. Adam Clay ton Powell sought recently to 
a nswer cha rges that he had abused congressional priv ilege in a v a riety 
of way s, his defense was simply that he was only one of many who do 
the sa m e things. 
Undoubtedly there are more than a few who think such an answer 
Is both clev er and sensible. What he said is true, isn t it? 
Very likely it is. But is that the kind of reply which ought to sa t­ 
isfy a nation concerned for its moral character? If not. where is the 
Indignation? 
The logic of Powell’s argument is that one transgression justifies 
another. Carried to its limits, that suggests that any thing goes so long 
a s somebody else is doing it. 
The end product of such thinking is the destruction of the moral 
code. An indiv idual or a society which seeks to rationalize immorality 
ha s no morality . 
A people silently watching transgression pile upon transgression 
m a y well lose all capacity for protest. The y oung who note this silence 
a re quick to perceiv e its meaning, ‘‘Ev ery body ’s doing it” is a power­ 
ful teen-a ge weapon against parents who nev er wax indignant ov er 
tile adult world’s lapses. 
And where is the lesson against stealing for children In homes 
cluttered with ash tray s, lamps and other objects lifted “ sportingly ” 


from hotels? 
You can't sell morality to children if y ou do not practice it—and 
preach it widely . You can’t teach self-control in a home or a society 
that ex a lts self-indulgence. 
The sa m e goes for countries and their leaders. 
In his troubles with Fed China, we offer India’s Nehru help now not 
beca use he Is a moral man who has been morally wronged by an ag­ 
gressor, but because it is in the practical interest of world freedom 
to do so. 
If Nehru had any pretensions as a moral leader, he subv erted 
them when he could find no words of protest in 1.956 against Russia's 
repression of Hungary . 
Where was the wrath of the pious, self-serv ing Africans when 
Khrushchev resumed nuclear testing on his own? Their indignation 
appears curiously selectiv e. They reserv e it for old enem ies. 
Morality is a whole cloth. “ Practical” men inev itably labor to cut 
It up. But if we are to hav e human dignity , we must—at the minimum 
—hav e other men who try to stay the cutter's hand.

A few might like it, but not 
many . 


Su re, women m ay env y m en oc­ 
casionally , bu t not for long.

world? Or h av e women ju st m anaged 
to keep m en th inking it is, so th ey 
won t notice it h as become a world 
in wh ich women get m ore th an th eir 
sh are of th e breaks?

Oily cream s prev ent ev aporation of 
perspiration from th e skin and per­ 
m it reh y dration from with in. In th e 
case of v anish ing cream , some m ois­ 
tu re in th e cream m ay be absorbed 
by th e skin or, if pu t on th ick enou gh 
it, too, m ay dam back th e perspu a- 
tion. For th e best procedu re to su it 
y ou r 
special 
needs, 
consu lt 
y ou r 
doctor. 


Q—You said in a recent colu mn 
th at taking adrenal h orm one ov er a 
long period of tim e rendered a per­ 
son’s adrenal glands slu ggish , and 
m ade h im dependent on h orm ones 
su pplied from ou tside th e body . My 
u teru s and ov aries w ere rem ov ed 
six y ears ago. I take an estrogen 
tablet ev ery day . I get v ery u ncom ­ 
fortable if I skip th e tablets.

A—You do not say in wh at way 
skipping y ou r tablets m akes y ou feel 
bad. bu t if y ou w ere to stop taking 
th em entirely y ou wou ld h av e wh at 
is known as a “ postoperativ e ch ange 
of 
life,” 
with 
its 
accom pany ing 
sy m ptom s. You r doctor sh ou ld a r­ 
range for y ou to taper off gradu ally . 
Q—I was interested in y ou r article 
abou t ey e banks. Ou i' dau gh ter h as 
cerebral 
palsy . 
H er 
th ird 
cranial 
nerv e is affected With h er righ t ey e 
sh e can only distingu ish ligh t from 
dark. Cou ld I ex ch ange ey es with 
h er in order to m ake h er life m ore 
com plete? 
A—Th e retina is th e ending of th e 
th ird cranial nerv e. It is th is net­ 
work of fibers th at receiv es v isu al 
im ages. Y ou r u nselfish offer wou ldn't 
work. Th ere is no way to transplant 
a retina or a wh ole ey e. Only th ose 
persons wh ose blindness is du e to 
clou ding of th e cornea are bene­ 
fitted by a corneal transplant. Th e 
corneas are taken only after th e 
death of th e donor. 
Q—In y ou r colu mn on constipation 
y ou adv ised against taking lax ativ es. 
Does th is apply to M etam u cil? 
A—Psy lliu m h y droph ilic mu cilloid 
(M etam u cil) is a nonirritating prep­ 
aration th at giv es soft bu lkiness to 
stools. Persons wh o h av e su ch an 
irritable bowel th at th ey can't tol­ 
erate 
any rou gh age 
in 
fru it 
and 
v egetable form m ay be benefitted 
by th e “ sm ooth age” of th is su b­ 
stance. It can also be safely u sed 
by elderly persons greatly trou bled 
by constipation wh o find th at ev en 
enorm ou s am ou nts of v egetable and 
fru it are inadequ ate to giv e a norm al 
bowel mov em ent. 


D ear Ann Landers: I m arried too 
y ou ng. I realized early th at th e m ar­ 
riage was a m istake and since th ere 
were no ch ildren I insisted on a di­ 


v orce. 
A few' y ears later I m et and m ar­ 
ried a m arv elou s m an.
